THE TURKS IN EUROPE, 


ft'or IhoKowF.J 


Tlio collision in eastern Europe, whicl 


now appears 
inevitable, 
will 
naturally 


enlist tho public attention more fully evei 
than the disorders which havo prevailed 
there for tho past two years. If others r 
like ourselves, wo fancy that there may bo 
many whose knowledge of the question is 
more or loss limited and confused. To nl 
such, wo commend tho article of E. A. Free- 
man,tho historian of the Norman Conquest, 
entitled Tho Turks in Europe, and pub- 
lished in Harper's Half-Hour Series. It 
wns first given to tho public, wo believe, in 
the pages of tho Contemporary Review. 


In discussing the subject, Mr. Freeman 


proposes nnd answers 
three 
questions, 


namely, Who nnd what are tho Turks ? 
What havo the Turks done iu Europe ? and 
What is to bo done with tho Turk ? lie 
does not attempt tj give a full history of 
the 
recent 
difficulties in Turkey. 
In

THE 
PERMANENT "uxUIUITION AT 


I'HIMDKLPirU. 


Oil thu 10th of uoxt uionll], tlio first an- 


niversary of (he opening of the C'enlwmial 
Exhibition, the 1'orumiumt International 
Exhibition will bo opened with impressive 
ceremonies. Tho exhibition company is 
sending invitations to prominent national, 
stale, municipal nntl other oflieitUu to bo 
present on the occasion. The exorcises nro 
to bo held in the central transept of Iho 
Slain Building, Immediately in front of tho 
Rroat Kooaevelt organ, now owned by the 
company, where a gallery, capable of seat- 
ing an orchestra aud chorus of twouty-fiva 
hundred persous has boon erected. Tho 
entire exhibition, comprising ns ninny de- 
partments as there wore at the centennial, 
scattered over two hundred and forty acres 
of ground, will bo contained in tho Main 
Building, which has been purchased by the 
company. The building covers twenty-one 
acres, a spaco as great as that occupied by 
the first World's Fair at London. 


One particular iu which the coming show 


will excel tho last is comprehensiveness. 
Similar articles of the same group will be 
exhibited close together, thus facilitating 
comparison and study, and there will hardly 
be cause for the oft-repeated complaint dur- 
ing tho centennial, that it wns too big and 
scattered. 'Ihe display, although inniuly 
American, will comprise exhibits from most 
of the foreign nations which were represent- 
cd at the centennial. Brazil and Spain will 
make industrial aud agricultural exhibits, 
and tho following named countries general 
ones: Austria, Belgium, China, Canada, 
Denmark, Egypt, Great Britain, Germany, 
Italy, Japan, Mexico, Norway, Orange Free 
State, Portugal, Russia, Sweden, Switzer- 
land., Turkey, 
Tunis 
and 
Venezuela. 


France will be represented by a magnifi- 
cent 
"crystal 
court," 
with 
walls 


of plate 
glass. 
This 
glass 
includes 


the two immense plates exhibited at the 
centennial which ore the largest over im- 
ported to this country. In rearranging the 
exhibits the longitudinal avenues of the 
building were made much wider, it having 
been noticed during the centennial that the 
streams of 
visitors 
flowed 
principally 


tlsrougu tuiiu, whiio ice transverse aisles 
remained almost deserted. There will be 
four places of entrance to Iho building—one 
at each end nnd ono at tho centre of each 
side. The principal one—that on 
the 


southern side—communicates directly with 
the art department, where there is a largo 
collection of bronze statuary, comprising 
many original models. 


Musical performances u ill u a prominent 


attraction of the exhibition, special facili- 
ties being afforded to societies and schools 
for public concerts aud rehearsals. 
No 


charge will be made for tha uso of either 
the auditorium or tho organ. In front of 
the orchestra and chorus platform and ex- 
tending to tho central towers of the build- 
ing are seating accommodations for immense 
audiences. 
At tho centre of the grand 


music stand is to bo placed tho original 
model of tho colossal statue of America, 
which is to be erected on Boston Common.' 
Broad stairways lead from the ijlatform In 
galleries running from tho north'side of tho 
building to tho central towers. Underneath 
theso galleries are rows of alcoves, in whicli 
will bo exhibited groups illustrating the 
social lifo of tho people of Germany, the 
Netherlands nnd other countries, as well as 
costumed human figures showing modes of 
dress m nearly every quarter of the globe. 
It is intended to make tho educational and 
book exhibits a specialty. 


Leaving the central transept nnd proceed- 


ing through tho building, one sees here and 
there objects that wore special attractions 
in tho various buildings during tho centen- 
nial, prominent among them being foreign 
pavilions, tho old windmill ;froin Agricultu- 
ral Hall, the Kansas liberty bell and tho 
grindstone monument from Machinery Hall. 
Many of the pavilions in tho building during 
the centennial havo changed both their form 
and location, all that were allowed to re- 
main now fronting on tho central avenue 
and thus making a better show. 
The en- 


closure formerly used by Norway .will bo 
used for tho exhibits of Sweden, Norway 
and Denmark. The Tunisian pavilion has 
been re-erocted nnd Turkey's cases removed 
to the northern side of tho avenue, where n 
structure in the Byzantine stylo of archi- 
tecture has boon built uround them. 
The 


Spanish and Egyptian enclosures remain 
where they stood before, and each will con- 
tain new exhibits. 
Opposite tho Spanish 


pavilion is the structure which enclosed tho 
agricultural display of Spain in Agricultural 
Hall. 


Among other prominent features of the 


show will be the tableau of Washington at 
Yorktoivn, formerly exhibited at tho rink on 
Chestnut street; a large aquarium covering 
n spaco of 15,000 square feet, and contain- 
ing fresh and salt water specimens ; nnd n 
"department of public comfort" for tho ac- 
commodation of visitors. The southwest- 
ern portion of tho building, a location far 
removed from the auditorium, is to be de- 
voted to machinery from Machinery Hall, 
while tho northwestern section will be oc- 
cupied liy the agricultural display. Up- 
wards of three fourths of a mile of shafting 
will be required for tho proper working of 
the machinery that is to bo in"operation,and 
among those exhibiting in this department 
will be representative firms of this country. 
Many of tho state collective displays appeal- 
here newly arranged, tho mineral exhibit of 
Colorado, and the display of stuffed hides 
of animals 
killed by Mrs. Maxwell, the 


Colorado huntress and naturalist, being con- 
spicuous 
among 
them.—[Philadelphia 
Times.
